FLOODS AT AITKIN 


Discussed in Report of Engineers Who In­ 


vestigated the Cause of High W ater 


In Northern Minnesota 


General Mackenzie, chief of engin­ 
eers, has received tho report of the board 
consisting of Major C hittenden and 
C aptains Potter anil Judson, which in ­ 
vestigated the reservoirs and the Hood 
.situation in the upper Mississippi says 
a W ashington dispatch. 
It is a volu­ 
minous docum ent with 
various tables 
showing the rainfall and runoff of wa 
tor over dams at various points along 
the river, and tho full text will not be 
made public by General Mackenzie. 
Major Derby’s management of dams 
is commended and it is recommended 
t h a t the broad discretion vested in the 
engineer officer in charge of reservoirs 
be continued as in the best interest of 
all concerned. 
T h a t officer is in direct 
touch with the situation at all seasons 
and under all conditions, say his brother 
officers, and it is, therefore, advisable 
t h a t his present powers be continued. 
T h e board finds th a t the floods at Ait 
kin and its vicinity were not caused 
by 
overflow from the dams at the headwa 
tors of the river, b u t came from tr ib u ­ 
tary stream s lower down, the crooked­ 
ness of the river and tho consequent 
retarding of the flow of water being in a 
measure responsible for the Hooding of 
lands in Aitkin county. 
T h e board, however, in spite of the 
fact t h a t it was found th a t reservoirs 
were not to bo charged with the d a m ­ 
ages du e to th** Hood, suggests t h a t as 
a measure of afety, it would probably 
be a good thing to construct canal con­ 
nections between the Leech lake and 
Pokegama reservoirs, if the cost of such 
canal should he found not too excessive. 
T ho board took up the question of 
preventing a repetition of the conditions 
which prevailed last summer. 
Three 
remedies are suggested. 
T h e first is 
th e construction of reservoirs lower 
down the river, in the flood district, if 
suitable sites can be found. 
This is 
said to be the only real practicable plan 
of relief. 
T he second suggestion is for 
construction of dikes and c u t offs to 
s tra ig h te n the crooked channel of the 
lower river, which is only referred to in 
a sh o rt paragraph.

Crosby, (J. (J. Hartley arui 
the Merritts, of Duluth, besides tho 
score or more of other men, w ho hereto­ 
fore have been rather reluctant about 
“dipping in,” it may be taken almost as 
conclusive that there is a great future 
for tho range and Crow Wing county. 
Since the fever when the early dis­ 


c o v e r ie s were mad • on tie* range and 
when the tirst purchases of land were 
made as a result of these discoveries 
sentiment and interest in the Cuyuna 
has fluctuated. 
During the early part 
of last summer there was all kinds of 
excitement and almost every day there 
were dozens of transfers of land along 
tho line of the range. 
For a time the 
interest centered just east of Brainerd, 
then like a tidal wave the interest wont 
to the babbitt lako country. 
At one 
time there were nearly .30 drills at work 
on tho range between a point in the 
northeastern part of the county and a 
point just east of Brainerd.

It is understood now 
that Mr. Crosby in discussion over the 
matter a few days ago was really en­ 
thusiastic and made tin* statement that 
there is surely a g r e a t future for the 
"new ore region. 
tithers whose names in tho iron world 
carry great weight and who are inter­ 
ested in the Cuyuna range are the Mer­ 
i t s . of Duluth, who were prominently 
connected with the Mesaba in its boom 
days. 
Only last week Franklin Merritt 
spent several days in the city and at 
that time made some extensive pur­ 
chases of land this side of Deenwood. 
They are confident that there is ore in 
large paying quantities on tin* range 
and are now putting their money into it 
with a freedom that is certainly indi­ 
cative that they mean business. 
(J. G. Hartley, who is well known in 
Brainerd, and who has made a name for 
himself in the iron ore business, ex­ 
pressed himself to a friend a few days 
ago that there is now no question about 
the future possibilities of the Cuyuna 
range and he is interesting himself 
heavily. 
To this same friend he stated 
that within a year there would be at 
least two mines shipping ore oil this 
range. 
There has been a lull for some time in 
the work of exploring on the range, but 
this is accounted for from the fact that 
the formations of ore have been a sort 
of an enigma to even expert mining men, 
natural scientists and geologists.

Along with the renewed interest there 
comes another rumor which comes from 
a well authenticated source and is giv­ 
en to the readers of Thk D i s p a t c h for 
what it is worth. The rumor is to the 
effect that the United States Steel Com 
pany has offered Cuyler Adams, the 
father of the range, # I,(XX),OOO spot cash 
for his holdings on the range. 
Cuyler 
Adams has been the real magnet that 
has worked out what there is to trio 
Cuyuna range and he believes that the 
range will produce big results as surely 
as he believes that the sun will rise in 
tile morning. 
Ile is the heaviest stock­ 
holder in one or two companies operat­ 
ing on tho range and has other holdings, 
but his holdings by no means repre­ 
sents even a quarter of the property 
which is considered valuable on the 
range. 
It is admitted that he was of­ 
fered $500,(XX) for his holdings sometime 
ago, but he turned this offer down. 
Mr. 
Adams is now in Cuba and until he re 
turns nothing definite will be known re­ 
garding his intentions as to the offer, 
which it is believed here has been made. 
At present the work is still in pro­ 
gress in the big shaft of the Piokands- 
Mather company eight railes east of 
Brainerd.
